2. Strategic Branch, and in fact the whole^^^^^y ^g’^ 
has almost no requirement for these reports. Th^^v^^f^eport- 
ing is extremely detailed, and analysis of this material would 
greatly divert us from our primary task of improving collection. 

We do not know, however, what use is made of these reports in ORR 
and have therefore postponed a response to ASAE until we can hear 
from you. 


3 • First, do these reports reach ORR? Through what channels? 
Are they .unique, or are they duplicated by NSA publications? Does 
NSA publish the same information in individual message form? 

4. Second, has ORR laid economic requirements upon ASAE, 
either directly or through USA? Has ORR also "been requested re- 
cently to review such requirements? 

5* Third, assuming that the ASAE output of collated reports 
is unique and worthwhile, and that ORR has not laid on new require- 
ments recently, can ORR prepare new requirements at this time? 

Apart from new and additional requirements, ASAE must be given some 
priority rankings reflecting our relative willingness to see certain 
types of reporting cut out. One way to do this is for ORR to submit 
new requirements thru regular channels. Another, perhaps even an 

+ iS for 0RR to send us the requirements for transmittal 

to ASAE; this has the advantage of personal contact which can be 
permanently maintained. 


6. In brief, given the fact that Strategic's interest as a 
consumer of these reports is almost nil, and the possibility that 
ORR get this information from other sources, we would like to know 
how ORR s interests should be presented to ASAE, 
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
